“The Germans beckon us to the Italian front,” says 
the military correspondent of the London Times, “and 
with a very hearty good-will we shall oblige them.’ 

Here is an aspect of the Teutonic invasion of Italy 
that is new to mest observers, particularly in America. 
We have been looking upon the Italian situation as offer- 
ing no possible advantage to the Allies—as either a down- 
right disaster, or at best, a hurtful blow ‘partly parried. 
But the sentence quoted has a ringing note of optimism. 
Can it be that England and France, in rushing their 
troops and guns to northern Italy in large numbers, have 
really been doing so “with a hearty good-will?” - 

’ The New York Times, whose opinion on military 
matters carries more weight than that of any other Ameri- 
can Newspaper, is disposed to accept this view. The Ger- 
man drive into Italy, says the Times, may turn from a 
calamity to a blessing. The rival armies have been prac-: 
tically deadlocked on the western front. Britain and 
France have gained steadily, but so slowly that a definite’ 
decision there might be a eetae of years. But in Italy. 
the German army driving down Trom the Austrian Alps 
may be met in the open, may be defeated and routed, open- 
ing the Central Empires themselves to invasion and con- 
quest. And the fighting is much betteg in Italy at this 
season of the year. 

It appears that the Allies, in their Paris conference, 
have really decided to transfer their main field of winter 
‘warfare from cold, muddy I‘landers and France to Italy. 

“Thus,” says the Times, “it seems probable that the 
whole aspect of the war may have been changed in the 
twinkling of an eye; that the Allies have the intention of 
making Italy the great battleground for the defeat of 
Germany; and it certainly seems that there opportunities 
on such a battleground are very much greater than they 
could become for a long time in the northern field. Ger- 
many may have issued the challenge, that, being accepted, 
wil] end the war.” Line we 
News may come at any moment confitming this view, 
or belying it. But the mere possibility set forth is so 
spectacular and fascinating that it lends added zest to the 
inerest with which Americafs are watching the coming of 
those great armies to a clinch on the Italian plain.

Here we've been going along, 
year after year, never realid@hye what a pitifully mediocre 
piece of music our “Star Spangled Banner” tune really 1s. 
We’ve been so ignorant and unkultured as’to like it. We've 
been especially appreciative of its swel] and swing since 
we entered the war. We like to sing it and we like 
still better to hear it. It arouses the fire in our blood, 
it fans the patriotism in our souls. It may be “a yoor 
thing,” but it’s our own. It's American. It’s us. \e love 
it nearly as much as we love the old flag that it celebrates.
